Preserving Purs. — The following recipe 
we clip from the columns of an Upper Can- 
ada cotemporary. Pertnps it it worth a 
trial : . - . t . • 

At the season now approaching when furs 
will be laid a?JJe, a recipe for protection du. 
ring the summer mbiilhajoay prove useful. — An 
ouncy of corrosive sublimate and an ounce of 
alum are dissolved in a pint of rain water, aud 
ibj.t is applied to the roots of the fur with a 
sponge ; and if possible it should be applied 
on the Inside of the fur This solution applied 
to fur capes, vtctorines, &c, before they are 
laid past during warm weather, it is said, with 
effectually prevent the attacks of moths.— 
Many valuable articles of fur are destroyed 
every season by, moths ; if such articles are 
treated as' de-eribed, then bung up to dry in a 
room for a few days, they may ,bu then wrap- 
ped in glazed linen, and laid past with perfect 
safely* The corrosive sublimate being a vir- 
ulent poison, is the graud protective. It 
must be kept* out of the teach of children and 
thoughtless persons. .. . 

Chance or feed for Jlortirs.— The kjnd 
of food for animals should be changed fre- 
quently. Ahorse lona kept on shorts, will, 
be effected by a fever ft) hit legs and feet, 
producing a result similar to founder. , Shorts, 
corn meyl, or cob meal, should never be gi * en 
except in a mixed state, with cut hay or straw j 
this will require them to eat slower, and the 
food it better prepared for digi.rton. If giv- 
en alone It ferments rapidly in the stomjcli, 
produces a general fever, injures l|ie digestive 
powers, on J fioally produces a stiffness through- 
out the limbs.— When these results me dis- 
covered, (he remedy is a change of food. — 
Continued feeding on oats alone will produce 
tbe same results as shorts, or meal, an 1 many 
a founder it caused by it, as by. feeding and 
drinking when the herse is warm, jf necessi- 
ty compels a person to feed a horse on shorts, 
corn meal, or cob meal, a supply of salt should 
be added to .prevent fermentation in the sto*- 
macb.

of Abnhur, the only ehance the people of 
this section of Ihe Province have to secure 
(heir rights, is to obisio ihis just . demand.— 
Without obtaining IffepreseotattoQ according 
Io Population, our institutions are subject to 
the control ol a party whose sympathies and 
antique notions are continually at variance 
with Ihose 61 Upper Canada. Possibly, with 
a fair Representation Ihe Union may still be 
worked Io ihe advantage of bolb ; but even 
this we very much doubt* The people of Ihe 
Upper Provioce are progressive, energetic, 
enterprising and active; while the inhabitants 
of Lower Canada are quite the rerer&e.

with it. Her hour has not vet com'd, .though 
her desiiny cannot be long delayed I She will 
soon bo involved in a protruded c6ntest» in

About tbuty of the Amer- 
icans were killed and twenty wounded, -besides 
several lhat were still musing. , Itjs&aid lhat 
forty natives, including several ol the police, 
were killed. The loss of money and proper- 
ty to tho Americans is estimated at $50,000. 
Tho fight tasted from the evening of the day 
named unlit ihe following morning'— Colonist .
